According to a report recently is­ 
sued by the Missouri Experiment Sta­ 
tion 71.4 per cent of all the sam ples 
tested in 1910 contained dodder. To 
show how rapidly this may increase 
in a state it would be .well to quote 
their figures for other years. In 1909, 
25.77 of the sam ples tested contained 
dodder, and 1908, 20 per cent. 
It ought to be easy to identify dod­ 
der when it is growing in the field 
and under no Circumstances should 
an> grower save seed from a field in­ 
fested with this plant. Personally we 
believe that dodder will eventually be 
the worst weed 
Oklahoma 
farm ers 
will have to fight. However, if due 
caution is taken There is no reason 
why this weed should gain very rap­ 
idly in this state. If it is to he kept 
out it is absolutely necessary that no 
alfalfa seed be used. which contains 
dodder seed.

Brook, near Poughkeepsie, and Ben 
L. Brown of Rye. They want to the 
chair in that order. The executions be I 
gan at 5:28 o’clock and lasted only 
twenty-three minutes. 
It was the first triple electrocution 
at Sing Sing since electrocution su ­ 
perseded the gallows in New 
York 
state. Twenty years ago four m urder­ 
ers paid the death penalty at on** time 
by hanging. 


All three executions proceeded with­ 
out incident or delay. The executioner 
turned the switch with Faletto in the 
chair at 5:28, and two minutes later
